Water Glass (solution of sodium sili- 


cate) is easy to use and will keep eggs from 
six to ten months and, in some cases, even a 
3'ear. 
Simply add water that has .been 


boiled and cooled, 9 parts to Water Glass 1 
part. Mix well and pour this solution in a 
stone jar having the capacity twice the vol- 
ume of the prepared solution and place in 
clean fresh eggs, as obtained, being careful 
not to crack them. Do not wash eggs — it 
injures them. 
The solution should stand 


two inches above the top layer of eggs. 
Keep covered to prevent evaporation, and 
store in a cool place. Should any of the so- 
lution be lost through evaporation, it .may 
be replaced by the addition of water that 
has been boiled and cooled.
